Protege of Ludendorfj.was wartime chief of eeotion III-B ( Into 111- 
genoe and Politics) of the Imperial General Staff /mis made ' 
chiefly responsible for the blunders of German Intelligence j in 
a book: entitled Intelligence Serv ice. Press and the People’s Frame 
of Mind written in 1920, he tried to TindicatThlmself, bitterly 
accused Germany's political leadership, and passionately defended 
the Ludendorff School of Military Strategy / had great influence 
i,n the diaping of Hitler's espionage, tactics which were oandidly 
revealed to Hermann RAUSCHNIKG (O.S.) / perhaps the most cherished 
property of his wartime intelligence was a 'morgue' containing 
personality analyses of over 30,000 prominent foreigners.

Ai Colonel in first war he developed German Army’s secret service 
into the finest in the world) when Versailles forbad its won- 
tinuanee— a group of financiers , kRDPP, THYSSEN, and FLICK, under*
